It must have pro­ 
duced a real sensation, hut upon 
the Master it produced a strong 
impression of their faith. 
He did not, however, say to the] 
sick of the palsy first of all words j 
of healing. 
He said rather, "Son, 
thy sins are forgiven.” 
Stirring Suspicion 
The theology-mongers and the 
hPresy-hunters were stirred up at 
once.

Is not the Almighty able to vin­ 
dicate himself against those who 
speak untruth or blasphemy even 
in his name? 
How prone wa are

self are In danger unless ws are 
forever championing his cause! 
Is it not almost inevitable that 
this attitude becomes very quickly 
not one of our upholding God but

they criticized him afresh. 
"How is it,” they asked, "that 
he eateth and drinketh with pub­ 
licans and sinners?” 


They had no conception of that 
large love In humanity blat might 
make even the Savior of Men ten­ 
der and sympathetic in his con­ 
tacts, willing to meet with all, and 
especially ready to associate him­ 
self with the sick and needful and 
sinful Just because, as he eaid, 
these were they whom he came to 
bless and save. 
“They that are whole have no 
need of a physician, but they that 
are sick. 
I came not to cadi the 
righteous, but sinners.” 
How difficult It is for us to ap­ 
preciate the simplest and deepest 
lessons of the Son of Man. 
Even 
after centuries of meditation upon 
these things it Is so often the 
spirit of the scribes rather than 
the spirit of the Master that pre­ 
vails in our thought of our fellow 
men and in our attitude toward 
life.

Unitsd States department of agri­ 
culture,

1927, 
declares 
Lloyd S. Tenney, chief of tho bu­ 
reau, 
in his annual 
report 
to 
Secretary Jardine. 
Special effort, Tenney says, has 
been made to provide farmers with 
Information essential in adjusting 
their production programs to meet 
the changing demand 
for farm 
products. 
These activities Include 
th* Issuance of reports Indicating 
farmers’ crop and livestock pro­ 
duction plans 
for 
the 
ensuing 
year, coupled with a report on 
prospective consumer demand and 
general economic 
conditions, 
so 
that farmers may revise their pro­ 
grams In adjusting production to 
meet market conditions. 
"It Is to help farmers In mak­ 
ing advantageous shifts In their 
production that the 
outlook re­ 
ports are prepared In this bureau,” 
Tenney says. "Each year all avail­ 
able information in every division 
of the bureau is brought together 
and used in outlining th* situa­ 
tion with regard to th* major 
farm crops. The report points out 
the probable future trends of de­ 
mand and supplies of agricultural 
products. 
It takes Into consider­ 
ation and presents the facts on 
worldwide and national conditions 
which 
farmers 
should 
consider 
along with their local conditione 
in planning production. 
Outlook 
reports are Issued in January or 
February of each year, so as to 
give farmers time to make ad­ 
justments.” 
The annual report of th* bu­ 
reau fills 54 closely printed pages 
in which are set forth in detail 
the activities of 15 divisions with­ 
in the bureau which deal with all 
phases of agricultural economics 
from farm production and the or­ 
ganization of farms to marketing 
and consumer demand.

Poison Act Is 
Enforced By U. S. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14. 
—The branch stations of the food, 
drug and Insecticide administra­ 
tion of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, 
which are 
located in 14 of th# leading trade 
centers of the United States, have 
been instructed to make a survey 
In their respective territories of 
th# products subject to Itta fed­ 
eral caustic poison act and to 
initiate such action as may be 
necessary to see that all such 
products are labeled in accord­ 
ance with its provisions, accord­ 
ing to officials charged with the 
enforcement of the act. 
Th* enforcement of the act was 
begun, say the officials, Immedi­ 
ately upon the passage on De­ 
cember 22, 1927, of the deficiency 
bill which first provided funds for 
it* enforcement. 
The purpose of 
the act is to safeguard the distri­ 
bution and aals of certain dan­ 
gerous caustic or corrosive acids, 
and alkalies in interstate and for­ 
eign commerce. 
It became a law 
on March 4, 1927, but no penal­ 
ties were to be Imposed until Sep­ 
tember 4, 1927, six months after 
It# enactment. 
Manufacturers of 
th# products subject to the act 
have now had over nine months 
In which to familiarize themselves 
with the requirements of the act 
and to label their preparations in 
accordance with its terms.

according to Edwards, ta to reach 
and aid all men of the service who 
have 
been 
disabled or, 
through 
sickness and financial reverses, are 
tem porarily in need of help. 
Ed­ 
wards pointed out that this giving 
of assistance did not mean that 
financial loans were sponsored. 
"However,” Edwards continued, 
"we occasionally make small loans 
to tide. needy veterans over a short 
period.” 
Edwards Illustrated the work ac­ 
complished by the order in de­ 
scribing several cases which have 
come under his notice. 
He cited an Instance where a 
woman's husband, a former vet­ 
eran of the World war, had died, 
leaving her without funds of which 
she was badly in need. The m an's 
civilian 
insurance 
policy 
had 
lapsed and she had not received 
the government compensation. Or­ 
dinarily she would have had to 
w ait months before the compensa­ 
tion would be received but through 
the efforts -of the Disabled Veter­ 
ans’ association, she received the 
money much sooner than is usual­ 
ly the case. 
Another case described by Ed­ 
w ards was that of a man who 
was disabled while still in the 
service although the war was over. 
It was necessary to send him to a 
hospital, leaving his family en­ 
tirely w ithout funds. The associa­ 
tion, learning of the family’s sit­ 
uation. arranged a grocery credit 
and adjusted other money troubles 
and will continue to care for the 
family as long as the man is in 
the hospital. 
The organization does not con­ 
fine its attentions to cases con­ 
nected with the World war, E d­ 
wards 
stated. 
He 
told of one 
occasion, an ex-soldier, injured in 
action during the Mexican trouble 
In 1917. 
Although the man re­ 
ceives a small pension his family 
is without many necessities. The 
chapter is now aiding In supplying 
it with clothes and food and has 
taken the m atter up with authori­ 
ties a t W ashington through whom 
it is hoped arrangements may be 
made for a larger pension. 
Edwards declared that profes­ 
sional men of tbs county, doctors 
and 
lawyers, 
have 
given 
their 
staunchest support, helping In ev- 
ery way possible. 
He also spoke 
of the aid received from Congress­ 
man Phil Swing tohen it was nec­ 
essary to refer cases to authori­ 
ties a t W ashington. 
"If anyone knows of a disabled 
veteran, or of the family of a dis­ 
abled veteran, in need of help, we 
would appreciate being notified,” 
the service officer declared. 
"It 
is so very easy to overlook a needy 
family, all co-operation from the 
public will be gratefully received* 
Anyone may get in touch arith E d­ 
wards a t 400 W est Fourth street. 
He may be reached by phone a t 
80S-W. 
Minor services given needy sol­ 
diers by the chapter include pro­ 
viding passage to hospitals, visit­ 
ing the sick, which includes tripe 
to S&wtelle and San Fernando, the 
w riting of letters when they are 
needed, and giving occasional meal 
or bed tickets to ex-soldiers pass­ 
ing through town who are In need 
of aid. 
The Disabled Veterans of this 
county, in conjunction w ith the 
American Legion, plans to pre­ 
sent a special entertainm ent a t 
the San Fernando hospital, Feb­ 
ruary 8, according to Edwards. He 
stated th at the best talent pro­ 
curable would be represented on 
the program.

There were 
7300 boy# and girls engaged tn 
club projects last year. as com­ 
pared with BOS? the year before. 
The year 1928 showed an increase

There 
were

agricultural 
clubs In 45 counties of California 
In 
1927 
where there 
were

clubs In 44 counties the preceding 
year. 
Boys 
enrolled 
last 
year 
numbered

girls

whereas In 1920 the boys were 
3252 and the girls 1800. 
This increase, according to the 
club leaders, is due to the local 
leader plan. by which some per­ 
son with knowledge of the club 
work to be undertaken volunteers 
to direct the club.

leaders met In 240 county club 
councils during the year, with sn

This radical idea Is offered by 
Dr. Charles A. Browne, chief of 
the U. 8. bureau of chemistry, In 
a statem ent he made for the Amer­ 
ican Chemical society pointing out 
how farm relief could be accom­ 
plished through science. 
'Citizens who had served their 
apprenticeship in agriculture would 
not only acquire a needed disci­ 
pline in economy and thrift, but 
would be guided to form more cor­ 
rect opinions as to the basic ele­ 
ments of national prosperity,” Dr. 
Browns comments. 
Furthermore, Dr. Browne, who 
himself was born and bred on a 
New England farm, asserts that 
such co-operation between city and 
country folk would bring together 
both agriculture and Industry as 
never before. 
And the means by 
which this could be done would be 
the same laws of chemistry and 
economics th at operate equally as 
well in farming and industry. 
"It it because of the deranged 
economic 
relationships 
between 
farming and m anufacturing that 
the present depressed condition of 
American 
agriculture 
la 
largely 
due,” Dr. Browne explains. 
Hs 
cites the case of a great chemical 
firm th at fought for certain legis­ 
lative favors on the plea th at this 
would greatly benefit the farmer, 
and then bought foreign grain a t 
a much lower prloe than Ameri­ 
can. 
“This 
incident 
illustrates 
«m 
crucial phase of the present agri­ 
cultural problem,” aaya Dr. Browns. 
“O ur chemical and other Industries 
are very properly protected from 
foreign competition. But no indus­ 
try is so im portant aa agriculture 
to national preparedness and wet 
fare. 
The former very justly In­ 
quires why agriculture and indus­ 
try should not share alike In the 
benefits of national prosperity. 
“The direct oo-operative partici­ 
pation of farmers in the rewards 
of the industries which utilise their 
r e f materials offers one effective 
means of correcting certain faults 
of the present agricultural situa­ 
tion. When the interests of farm ­ 
er 
and 
m anufacturer 
coincide, 
there can be no thought of a n ­ 
tagonism. 
‘The farm, as a production and 
distribution point of the primal 
necessities of life, is the best school 
of 
economics 
and, 
as 
a 
great 
open air laboratory where the m a­ 
terials of the mineral, vegetable 
and anim al kingdoms undergo con­ 
stant transform ation for tho bene­ 
fit of man, is the best practical 
school of general chemistry."

Jonea, personally, la far 
from being a farmer. 
Hie Black 
derby, hla cane and gloves, hla 
plush-colored 
overcoat 
and 
hi# 
horn-rimmed “goggle#” point more 
to a LaSalle atreet broker than 
one Interested In shorthorn#. 
But thta la Carey Jones, live­ 
stock auctioneer for the la it S» 
years, and only occasionally dab­ 
bling in other forme of auction­ 
eering. 
Born Into Business 
Jones was born on a farm near 
Lenox, 
la., 
62 years 
ago. 
His 
father w as one of Iowa’s leading 
livestock auctioneers of the past 
generation, so young Carey fell 
Into his business quits naturally. 
Furtherm ore, has 
father 
owned 
some purebred livestock, and the 
boy w as able to learn all th a t was 
needed of the subjects he was 
going to sell. 
H e used to help his father, when 
a boy, a t various auctions. 
But 
a t 17 he conducted hie first sue 
Mon alone. 
From th at time on Jonea went 
into th e business seriously. 
He 
studied voice culture for a year 
and then went Into the business 
of ad and news w riting fo r an 
Iowa paper, solely on the subject 
of livestock. 
“Tho auctioneer m ust know what 
anim als a buyer has In his herd,' 
is the way Jones puts IL 
“He 
m ust not try to sell him w hat he 
doesn’t need.” 
Like Staging a Shaw 
Before the auction, Jones looks 
over the animals he is to sell. 
If 
he doesn’t know the breeder, he 
gets acquainted. 
He learns the 
history of both animal and breed 
cr and is fortified with valuable 
information for his auction. 
Then he’# ready for the selling, 
“It’s like staging a show,” he 
says. 
“We usually start w ith the 
best of a herd, for we w ant to 
make a good impression. W e want 
the best animala 
to 
sell 
those 
that follow. 
Must Look Wall 
“Furthermore, we advise the 
farm er as to the best plays to 
show his stock. 
It m ust be in 
prime condition. A house without 
paint won’t sell well. 
So the stock 
m ust look and show well. 
"W e never try to sell anyone 
an anim al he doesn’t naed. 
It’s 
poor business. We know our buy­ 
ers and we sell them according to 
their wants. 
“All th at an au ctio n s» has to 
do is to get a thing’s actual value. 
It isn’t his business to sell tor 
more than its worth for lf he does 
he’s done nothing 
but discredit 
the business.

I This desire to throw over a most sacred inheritance 
' simply because it miscarries occasionally is too much 
Ae desire of men who believe A at perfection is an 
attainment of mortal men. 
There is not an institu­

It All Depends on Ae Point of View

Ever since Ae great war there has been a group 
of men who hold A et if a similar catastrophe is 
to be averted in Ae future, the people of different 
countries must come to know each other and under­ 
stand each other. 
Good will groups have been or­ 
ganized from time to time ever since, to visit Europe 
and Mexico and South America. 
The result this 
far has been very beneficial, and there is no doubt 
that at the present time there are more men and 
women in this country who have an international 
sense and understanding than there ever has been 
before. 
But in the very nature of Aings, the number of 
Ante who can have the opportunity to travel over 
seas must of necessity be comparatively few. 
Rec­ 
ognition of A at fact has led to other methods to de­ 
velop good will. 
Two years ago, when one of those 
oft recurring Japanese scares was on, some wise 
spirit Aought it might create a better attitude be­ 
tween Americans and Japanese if American children 
would present dolls to Japanese children. Thousands 
and thousands of dolls were sent to Japan by Ameri­ 
can children; and the affair made for a tremendous 
amount of good feeling on both sides. 
Encouraged 
by the success of that experiment, a movement is 
now on foot to have American children make school 
bags for Mexican children. 
There are 1,250,000 
children being taught in 15,000 schools in Mexico. 
The plan ii to present every one of these children 
with a useful well-stocked school bag on Mexico’s 
next Independence Day, which comes September 16, 
1928. 
This seems like a very trivial affair, but it creates 
a psychology which cannot hut make for good will 
between Americans and Mexicans. 
People who 
are moved by the spirit of good will toward each 
other can come to an understanding with each oth 
er. When there is good will the Japanese will come 
to understand why we cannot throw the gates wide 
open to Japanese immigration. 
When there is good 
wiH there will be no necessity of a law including 
Mexico in Ae quota of immigrants who are now 
permitted to enter our country. 
Already the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, which is affiliated wiA 
Ae Mexican Federation of Labor in the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, has come out against such 
a law, asserting that the matter can be amicably 
arranged between the two bodies without * law. 
Such a law of necessity would tend to aggravate 
Ae strained relations which have existed between 
the United States and Mexico. 
The more agencies of good will that exist, Ae 
less will be the danger of misunderstanding between 
Ae nations; and the less will be the danger of con­ 
flict between nations. 
Let us send dolls to Japan, 
and school bags to Mexico, and good will groups 
to Russia and everywhere else. 
The result cannot 
but make for understanding and peace.

Which counts the more, heredity or environment? 
I would gay neither. They both count tremendously. 
Both have to be taken seriously, both must be the 
best possible, both must count in every step taken 
for the training of a child. 
It is well known that one gathers no grapes from 
thistles. It is known too, that unless the grapes are 
set in the right kind of soil—with just the right 
amount of sunshine and heat and water—for them— 
they die. You can plant a good grape and give It 
good care and reap a rich harvest,—of grapes. You 
can plant a good thistle and give It good care and 
the food and whatever a good thistle needs and 
reap a high harvest of thistles. But you can’t plant 
a thistle and hope for a grape and you can’t plant 
either without regard to their needs and get any­ 
where but to the waste heap with your 
results. 
Think on these things. 
A lonely woman in a great house, a member of a 
family of fine tradition, adopts a child. 
With all 
the might of her mind and body she tries to make 
that child into the child of her name and her race. 
Provide the child with the right culture for his gifts 
and he will thrive and grow into a fine member of 
his own family. But she cannot change his bone 
and fibre, inside or out. 
He can be good of his 
kind. One must accept the kind and be satisfied. 
Parents who left school in the elementary grades 
because they wanted to, because they definitely re­ 
fused to go to school another term, want their chil­ 
dren to go through the university. 
There isn’t a 
book In the house except the telephone directory and 
a few gift books. 
There Isn’t a thing about the 
home that suggests the scholarly life. But the child 
la to go to the university and become a learned 
and successful man or woman regardless. 
Very 
seldom is that scheme successful. 
Somewhere in 
the family there must be a love for books and what 
they mean or the children of that family will have 
none of them. 
Parents want their children to be well mannered, 
intelligent, popular, successful, rich, famous, healthy, 
handsome, perfect. 
Well, it is good to wish. The wish is often father 
to the event. But when you make your wish be sure 
to set the stage, the daily environment for that end. 
From the day of his birth surround him with sug­ 
gestions of your main idea. 
If your own habits or 
talents or virtues are trained to exhibit the traite 
you wish to Ingrain in the child you will have gone 
far toward making your wish come true. 
Provided always the child was born with the latent 
power to do as you would have him do. If he has 
no voice he cannot sing. It he has the hands of a 
surgeon he cannot be a blacksmith. If he cannot 
count past twelve he will scarcely become an Inter­ 
national banker. The chances are against him. 
But if you have faith, if you live up to the faith 
that is in you, lf you wish hard and strive to make 
the background live in your wishing, a miracle may 
be performed for you. It might be done. 
But remember the grapes and the thistles.

Combs, of Kansas City, Mo., who Is 
only 24 and thus by all odds the 
congressional “baby.” He hopes the

numerous stories about Combs.

In 1922, Korell 
experienced 
an 
unusual distinction similar to that 
of Charles E. Hughes, who went to 
bed one night in November, 1914, as 
the next president of the 
United 
States and woke up just Charles E. 
Hughes. Running in a primary for 
congress, Korell went to bed nomi­ 
nated and woke to find that his op­ 
ponent 
had 
unexpectedly 
nosed 
ahead with a 400 plurality. 
Despite all that experience cram­ 
med Into 24 hours, the Democrats

him:

PAN AMERICAN CONGRESS MAY

WUN UNITED STATES, REPORT

ican congress Includes no questions 
of a political nature, there are half

In contrast with

topics, there Is for a leading topic 
in the agenda a plan to place the 
Pan American Union on a perma­ 
nent basis through a traty defin­ 
ing its scope and activities.

draft convention has already been 
prepared and received the approval 
of the governing board of the Pan 
American Union and world appear 
to contain no unexpected combus­ 
tibles.

again has a film scandal with 
grave political consequences which 
already have resulted in the resig­ 
nation of W ar Minister Gessler. 
It was only a few months ago 
that 
"UFA,” 
Germany’s 
biggest 
film concern, occupied the center 
of the stage in public discussion 
The company had become so heav­ 
ily indebted to its main creditor, 
the Deutsche bank, that the bank 
refused to extend further credits 
unless the government would guar­ 
antee them. 
Since this was refused, the bank 
sold shares it held to the Hegen- 
berg group, which also dominates 
Germany’s nationalistic newspaper 
trust. 
Ufa thus became a power­ 
ful instrum ent of the nationalists. 
Alongside of Ufa, which is allied 
with 
Param ount 
Pictures 
and 
Metro-Goldwyn, and represents 70 
to 80 per cent of the German film 
industry, the Phoebiua Emelka, and 
T erra 
companies 
also 
played 
a 
part. 
Phoebius 
had 
a contract 
with United A rtists up to tho be­ 
ginning of 1927 and Emelka still 
is allied with First National Pic­ 
tures. 
Terra belongs mainly to 
the 
Ullstein 
Publishing 
concern, 
and Dye trust, which latter is Ger­ 
many’s greatest producer of raw 
film. 
As in England and other Euro­ 
pean countries, the close alliance 
between the German and American 
film interests has aroused patriotic 
misgivings 
in 
Germany. 
These 
misgivings are based on experi­ 
ence in the war years when the 
movies were employed for political 
propaganda. 
The public was nevertheless as­ 
tonished when it became known in 
the summer that roundly half of 
the 
Phoebius 
capital 
stock 
has 
com» into the possession of the 
war ministry which had granted 
or guaranteed extensive credits to 
it. 
The budget contained no money 
for Buch purpose and the great 
question was whence the money 
came. 
The government Instructed 
the supreme court to investigate, 
which recently reported.’ The re­ 
port probably will not be made 
public but what has been learned 
is grave enough. 
The 
chief 
culprit 
Is 
Captain 
Lohmann, who has been suspend­ 
ed from duty. 
Lohman had cer­ 
tain funds at his disposal from 
the days of the Ruhr struggle, and 
was able to assume obligations ot 
some six million m arks “by order 
of the war ministry,” without in­ 
curring opposition from the banks 
that furnished the money. 
The clearing house had previous* 
ly granted Phoebius a credit of 
three 
million 
marks, 
for 
which 
Lohman was able to secure tho 
signatures of the then 
Finance 
M inister Reinholt and W ar Minis­ 
ter Gessler. 
Lohmann succeeded 
in making the ministry believe it 
was not merely a m atter of patri­ 
otic necessity but also a good in­ 
vestment. 
Both Gessler and Rein­ 
holt were fooled and now Phoe­ 
bius has collapsed. 
Of the nine 
millions which the Reich advanced 
only about four million can be re­ 
covered by the selling of the com­ 
pany whose chief assets are a cou­ 
ple of big theaters.

Nash Motor company, for Instance 
at the end of 1927 showed on its 
balance cheet over $28,000,000 in 
cash and nearly $20,000,000 in gov­ 
ernment and other prime securi­ 
ties. 
It is estimated that between 
12,000,000 and 16,000,000 people in 
the United States now are directly 
affected by the prosperity or re­ 
verse* of the automobile Industry. 
Industry Exhibits Confidence 
With these primary Industrie*, 
iron and steel, and automobiles 
forging ahead slowly there is jus­ 
tification for the feeling of greater 
confidence recently displayed 
in 
Industrial circles. 
Other lines of 
businees have not shown much 
change and are perhaps too deep 
in the rut to emerge quickly. This 
ie true of oil although the rate 
of crud* production is slowly de­ 
creasing and from time to time 
there are symptoms pointing to a 
permanent approach to stabilisa­ 
tion In output and in prices.

the banks is difficult to determine. 
Certainly no recent utterance from

Higher Bank Rat* Expected 
The prediction may now be made 
that the peak of brokers* loans 
for this season has been reached. 
This carries with it the opinion 
that the discount rates are to be 
advanced Just as soon as the first 
part of the program for refund­ 
ing th* third liberty 4 l-4s, the 
success of which depends upon 
easy money, has been completed. 
The need for a 8 1-2 per cent re­ 
discount rate to benefit interna­ 
tional finance and trad* is not so 
great as it was last summer and 
the federal 
reserve 
board 
now 
realizes that Its primary duty is 
to the domestic rather than to 
foreign situations. 
While thoro is 
no excuse for raising tho discount 
rate to adjustment to commercial 
requirements there is urgent de­ 
mand for some measure that 
will 
shut down on the excessive and 
dangerous speculation In securities 
No one seriously considers the 
claim that the west has been de­ 
nied credit for 
its development 
because of the flow of money to 
Wall street and tho uso of it in 
tho stock market. 
Money moves 
naturally toward the point of its 
greatest earning power and to tho 
attractiveness of tho loan. Bankers 
in the eaqt would be very happy 
in a 8 1-8 per cent or 4 per cent 
money market lf they could find 
good marketable six per cent loans 
in Iowa. 
Speculation in Securities 
In brief tho situation is this: 
There is today a nation-wide spec­ 
ulation in securities aa there was 
in real estate two or throe years 
ago. Tho expansion in bank credit 
since 1926 has been in loans on 
securities carried on margin and 
on loans against thg flotation of 
an enormous mass of new bonds 
and stocks, of which possibly 26 
per cent are of an inferior grade. 
During 1927 the 700 member banka 
reporting to federal reserve sys­ 
tem had smaller commercial loans 
than in 1920 but loans on stock 
and bond collateral approximately 
$860,000,000 larger. 
This is a condition that com­ 
pel* serious attention and early 
correction. The future of theetock 
market therefore is bound up with 
any program that th» federal re­ 
serve board may have for mitigat­ 
ing these circumstances. 
Legiti­ 
mate business should benefit by 
a readjustment of the system and 
all cause for political controvery 
would be removed.

My admiration for this brilliant resident of old Athens gave 
me the idea that Mrs. Atherton might tell me more about her 
and use her as the basis of comparison with today's woman and 
the woman that is to be. 
"I regard Aspasia as die first really emancipated woman of 
history," Mrs. Atherton told me. 
"Aspasia was beautiful, 
brilliant and learned— an outstanding woman in her day. 
All 
die great men of Athens were her friends and had great respect 
for her views on philosophy, art, Ufo, or whatever subject she 
chose to discuss with them. 
"To me, she is intensely modern-^-ultra-modern even, because

“Lack of opportunity," she replied. 
Few women have had the chance to

example, Madame Currie, the co-discoverer of the nature and 
properties of radium, and Roca Bonheur, dm celebrated painter 
of afijiwala. 
"Real opportunity for womankind—and real happiness, too 
—can be realized only when both sans have economic and 
social equality. And until that day arrives there will be more 
or less friction and unhappiness. 
Part of the discord that we 
see in society today exists because we are entering on a new 


period of adjustment." 
Mrs. Atherton believes that modern woman is gradually 
educating modern man to accept the emancipated state she is 
steadily approaching, and that her femininity and romantic 
nature will lose nothing in the transition.

HE Teapot Dome scandal is still boiling vigorously 
after several years of probes and denials and indict­ 
ments and mistrials. 
It has seemed, to mane ob­ 
servers, to be the blackest stretch of the murky thread 
of corruption that runs through the bright tapestry of 
America’s political history. 
But for all its alleged trickery, it is not to be compared with 
the cleverness and the extent of the high-handed «ran that was 
perpetrated aga inst the American people during the administra­ 
tion of President Ulysses S. Grant. 
Sturdy patriot that he was, Grant never regretted for an in­ 
stant that he was an American instead of an Englishman; but 
there is good reason to suppose that he envied die Duke of Well­ 
ington a bit for the liberal money rewards that great general re­ 
ceived because he had saved his country by winning a war that 
threatened her life. 
Genera] Grant, as commander-in-dhief of die Union armies, 
had saved his country, too, by winning a war that threatened 
her life, and he seems to have regarded the presidency of the 
United States as a reward presented to him by his grateful 
countrymen. 
Considered as a financial reward, however, it did not seem 
adequate for the services be had rendered, and it was tar less 
than the Duke of Wellington had been given by grateful Eng­ 
land. “Grant knew, to the last shilling, die various sums voted 
to the Duke of Wellington," says another general, who was 
dose to the president, and those sums were a great deal more 
than the wretched little $25,000 a year of his presidential sal­ 
ary. Wellington had been made a dime, and given $2,500,000, 
a mansion and an estate. 
K 
NOWLEDGE of this attitude on die part of President 
Grant helps to explain why corruption flourished during 
his administration. 
Quite a few of his grateful country­ 
men seemed anxious to supplement die meager reward bestowed 
on the Civil War hero by his country. They were continually 
making to him and to his relatives various kinds of gifts—gifts 
with strings attached to them, involving favors which the presi­ 
dent could bestow. 
Grant accepted the gifts, innocently unaware of the strings. 
When the grafting given pulled these strings and thievishly 
drew into their own pockets rich ami disgraceful pickings, at die 
nation's expense, honest men wondered how the president could 
be so blind. 
A certain John McDonald, of St Louis, was one of these 
grafters who so handsomely pulled the presidential leg. Know­ 
ing Grant’s fondness for good horses, he sent him, as a little 
token of his undying friendship, a pair of die finest thoroughbreds 
in die country. 
He sent them all the way from St Louis to 
Washington in a special car, and with them came a glittering 
"buggy, * a buggy whip that cost $25, and a set of double 
harness with gold breast plates, suitably engraved. Grant was 
delighted. 
So was McDonald, for he was in the act of robbing the gov­ 
ernment of a large part of its whisky revenues, and ne greatly 
needed the backing of the president’s trustful friendship. 
He 
got it, too, even after he was under indictment, because Grant 
found it almost impossible to believe ill of 
any man whom he had once accepted as a 
friend. After McDonald had served only 
a part of die jail sentence he so richly de­ 
served. Grant pardoned him. along with 
others of his fellow criminals who were 
members of 
the 
same 
nation-wide 
"Whisky Ring.” 
T 
HIS ring illustrated nobly the possibili­ 
ties of bootlegging without prohibition. 
Their game was to allow liquor to go into cir­ 
culation without paying the internal revenue tax. 
Half the proceeds of the escaped tax went to the dis­ 
tiller, as additional profit. 
The other half was distributed 
along a line that extended from the lowliest local official or 
politician up to the national party campaign chest, and 
even to the private secretary of die president himself, 
General Orville E. Babcock, who is said to have profited 
handsomely by his treachery. 
The gang boasted that they had "protection'* clear 
to die top. and this seems to have been the fact, though Presi­ 
dent Grant’s share in the matter was probably nothing more than 
his unreasonable and indefensible loyalty to his accused friends. 
I 
extensive, but even blacker than the scandal in the 
treasury’s whisky revenues, was that rn the War Department;

To this end, he cultivated the acquaintance of one Abel Rath­ 
bone Corbin, husband of Grant's aster, and through bim was 
introduced to the president at Corbin's bouse. 
President Grant was remaining over night rn New York, Ap 
his way to Boston, and he so tar surrendered himself toros 
already notorious juggler of finance as to appear that evening 
at die theater with him and his still less reputable partner, 
Fisk, and to accept their lavish hospitality aboard their Boston- 
bound steamer the next-day. 
With the clad co-operation cd 
brother-in-law Corbin, thai even managed to get aa ally of 
theirs. General Butterfield, appointed by Grant as assistant 
treasurer in New York. 
These confidence men spun the president a more or less plaus 
ible yarn about their philanthropic plan to force up die price ol 
gold in the market in order to facilitate die sale of the farm 
crops of the nation, which yarn he seems to have accepted at its 
face value.

NOTHER of New York's notorious grafters was William 
M. (Bom) Tweed. A philanthropist of wide reputation. 
he charged a liberal commission on his largest gifts. One 
Christmas day he gave $50,000 to the poor of his ward, having, 
no doubt, stolen from the city at least ten times that amount dur­ 
ing the preceding few months. 
Boss Tweed was addicted to bestowing large amounts of the 
city’s money —ion asylums, hospitals, and like institutions which 
had no real existence outside his bank account. Another method 
commonly used by this splendid grafter and his associates was 
that of raising the amounts on accounts due from the city to con­ 
tractors. 
’Pie contractor would present his bill for $10,000, and would 
be informed that it would not be paid unless he made it out for 
$110,000. When he did this. he was paid his $10,000, and 
the remaining $100,000 was divided among the "philanthro­ 
pists," Tweed getting abo— a quarter of the booly. 
The political ambitions of this gang knew no upper limit. 
After getting possession of New York, they moved on Albany 
and control of the state, and planned to win the presidency in 
1872. Tweed was slated for the ambassadorship to England. 
but his trip abroad proved to be to Spain instead, as a fugitive 
from justice. 
His overthrow was due largely to tim dauntless exposures per­ 
sistently made by two newspaper men. Editor Jennings of the 
New York Times, and Cartoonist Na— of Harper's Weekly. 
The climax of their attack came one hot summer evening in 
1871. They had been pounding away, largely on suspicion of 
the grafting, lacking positive proof. 
Then suddenly end un­ 
expected, one of the gang, out for revenge on his former pals,

'arm evening,” he remarked to die busy editor. 
"Yes, hot,” was the answer, containing more of curiosity, 
however, than die words expressed.

tion of receiving eets, as well as 
ths very m arket Improvements in 
other 
types 
of 
radio 
receiving 
equipment. 
Because of the popu­ 
lar Interest attaching to the art, 
radio receiving equipment has been 
sold, to a large extent, to a radio­ 
wise public. 
The latest achieve­ 
ments of the industry, particularly 
In perfecting socket power opera­ 
tion, confidently may be expected 
to bring the "waiting” publie into 
the buying m arket in 1121. 
The improvement evident In tho 
most modern receiving sets, I be­ 
lieve, will do much to stim ulate 
business throughout the year. The 
standard of performance set by 
present day equipment Is too high 
to leave the public content with 
most of the radio receiving sets 
introduced In the earlier years, so 
that a constantly growing replace­ 
ment m arket may now be foreseen. 
Second, is the development of na­ 
tion-wide broadcasting, to which 
the Radio corporation of America 
has had the privilege to contribute 
in the form ation of the National 
Broadcasting company. 
The fact 
is not only im portant for Itself, but 
for the other network organizations 
stimulated thereby, and the very 
notable improvement In radio pro­ 
grams which competition in serv­ 
ice ensures. 
Third, I believe, is the extraor­

These facts are the sign posts 
of a prosperous radio year in 1928. 
They 
should 
enabls 
distributors 
and dealers to choose intelligently 
the lines which they can most prof­ 
itably handle; 
to determine the 
best character of service that their 
customers require; and to make 
plans to tie up their sales appeals 
with the best program features in 
their prospective territories.

Auk for Demomtratiom 
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The functions of the aerial, or 
antenna as it is often called, are 
two-fold; when used with tran s­ 
mitting 
apparatus 
it 
radiates 
energy in the form of ether elec­ 
tromagnetic waves and when used 
with the receiving apparatus it 
absorbs energy from ether electro­ 
magnetic waves. 
"Wa say electromagnetic waves 
because these waves have electric 
and magnetic fields, a t right an­ 
gles to each other, sim ilar to the 
electric and magnetic fields set 
up by a current flowing through 
a wire. 
Electric currents are set 
up in the windings of a dynamo 
or generator when said windings 
are made to cut magnetic lines of 
force by rotation of the arm ature 
on which they are wound, accord­ 
ing to James Harding of the R a­ 
dio Den. The effect would be the 
same If the arm ature were sta­ 
tionary and the electro magnets 
which form the pole pieces were 
revolved about the arm ature. 
It 
Is therefore apparent that we may 
generate an electric current by 
moving a conductor In a station­ 
ary magnetic field or by moving 
a magnetic field about a station­ 
ary conductor. 
The receiving an ­ 
tenna Is a stationary conductor 
placed in the path 
of a moving 
magnetic 
field, 
this 
magnetic 
field being one component of the 
advancing 
ether electro-magnetic 
wave radiated by the transm itting 
antenna. 
A current will therefore 
be set up In the receiving an ­ 
tenna and a suitable Instrument, 
In the form of your broadcast re­ 
ceiving eet, will change this energy 
to 
eound waves 
which 
can be 
heard. 
The material of which an an­ 
tenna Is composed should be a 
good conductor of electricity and 
of good mechanical etrength, es­ 
pecially In a country where It 
would be subject to an accumula­ 
tion of sleet. 
No. 14 stranded 
phospher bronse wire ie perhaps 
considered the best but stranded 
copper wire of the same else will 
answer every purpose. 
Stranded 
wire has a larger surface area 
than plain wire and Ie a better 
conductor of currents of high fre­ 
quency, radio frequeaciee vary ap­ 
proximately from two million to 
18,000 eyelet per second. 
A pe­ 
culiar thing about high frequency 
currents is that they tend to flow 
near the surface of a wire and 
the higher 
the 
frequency, 
the 
nearer they stick to the surface. 
Hence a stranded wire in anten­ 
nas is used to give this high fre­ 
quency current more surface or 
area over which to flow. 
Many types of antennas have 
appeared on the market In the 
last few years for the reception 
of broadcast signals, but of them 
all It can readily be seen that the 
straight away type of a single 
wire varying from IO to TS feet, 
according to the receiving set con­ 
nected to it, will give the maxi­ 
mum results. 
The more lines of 
force, or lines of the ether wave 
from 
the 
transmitting 
station, 
which our antenna cuts through 
the stronger our signal strength 
will be up to a certain point. Of 
course too long an antenna will 
also Increase our wave length of 
the receiver and place us out of 
tune with the transmitting sta­ 
tion. Consequently to obtain max­ 
imum results, a single wire long 
enough to enable us to tune tho 
receiver to the correct wave of 
the broadcast station and at th# 
same time will stretch out over 
a length of thirty to fifty feet, 
will give for louder signals than 
other forme of antennas. 
A loop 
antsnna whllo boing excssdlngly 
directional dose not cut tho same 
number of lines of tho broadcast 
wavs and therefore will not pro­ 
duce signals with the volume that 
a single wire elevated in the air. 
It Is thsn apparent that the single 
wire or number of wires (formed 
Into a caca antenna) will also In* 
sroass tho distance of your re­ 
ceiver as wall tm the volume. Batt 
typo and loop antennas while hav­ 
ing their advantages, especially In 
congested districts do not produos

"Marked progress has been made 
In recent m onths toward a radio­ 
vision receiver acceptable to th# 
public, and w ith the many hands 
and minds now engaged on the 
problem. I confidently believe Its 
completion Is the work of but a 
few monthe more.” 
This prediction by C. Francis 
Jenkins, inventor of the motlon- 
plcture 
projection 
machine 
and 
means 
for 
sending 
photographs 
and motion pictures by radio, is 
probably th# m ost far-reaching of 
the many prophecies which radio 
is expected to fulfil in 1928. 
Like the much-needed 
etatto 
eliminator, the radto-plcture m a­ 
chine Is easily a $1,000,000 Inven­ 
tion. 
"The rew ard for a simple, prac­ 
tical, inexpensive receiver will be 
am pl^ and there are no basic 
patents to Interfere,” says Jen­ 
kins. 
"However, certain techni­ 
cal problems remain to be solved," 
he adds. 
"The general scheme Is to ana­ 
lyse the object or scene by a ro­ 
tating scanning disc. 
This per­ 
m its the lig h t1 reflected from the 
subject to fall on a Hght-sensltlve 
cell, which, just as in still pic­ 
tures, changes these light values 
into current values. 
At the re­ 
ceiver these are converted again 
to light and seen directly or by 
reflection from a screen. 
"Such a scanning disc was p a t­ 
ented as early as 1884. 
It con­ 
sisted of a dise with holes one- 
fiftieth of an inch across, arranged 
In a spiral. 
The holes were an 
inch apart In the spiral, and the 
ends of the spiral had an Inch 
off-set; therefore, the contem plat­ 
ed picture was an inch 
square 
made up of 50 lines. 
The light 
Intensity, as In a pin-hole cam 
era. 
is limited 
to 
the 
amount 
which can pass through this min­ 
ute aperture, th at Is, one-fiftieth 
of one-fiftieth* or only 1-2500 part 
of the whole light. 
“We. In my 
laboratory, 
think 
th at lim iting the light by passing 
It through these apertures Is not 
the best plan; the available light 
is too weak. 
Bo. to get a greater 
light value, we make the openings 
In the scanning disc I 1-2 Innches 
In diameter, put lenses over the 
openings, 
and 
get 
the 
required 
tiny light-spot 
by 
focusing the 
light-source as a tiny flying spot 
on the receiving screen, to build 
up the moving picture. 
"Television would doubtless have 
been attained as early ae the tele­ 
phone lf a suitable light-sensitive 
cell had been available for the 
transm itter, and an adequate light- 
source for the receiver. 
"In the transm itter 
we 
need 
more sensitive light-cells, or per­ 
haps I should say. light-cells giv- 
lhg greater current output. 
W ith 
light reflected from outdoor 
ob­ 
jects. the potassium cell gives but 
a very small current. 
"Our problem in the receiver Is 
a light-source more intense than 
the neon lamp, but having Its 
high-epeed llght-change. Tho other 
possibility Is a steady light source 
and a Ught-valve 
between 
the 
source and the screen for mod­ 
ulating the light to build up the 
picture.”
